The Civil Defense Emergency 
Hospital brought here Sunday from 
Success Communi y, Harrison 
County, under the direction of the 
local Civil Defense supply section!

The CDEH is a completely 
functional 200-bed general hospi-

To set up the CDEH, a floor 
area of 15,000 square feet is re- 
quired and the suggested staffing 
includes physicians, administra- 
tors, nurses, anesthetists, pharma- 
cists and over 100 trained aides 
to be drawn from local resources. 

The CDEH is organized to func- 
tion independently, or in conjunc- 
tion with existing hospitals. 

It contains provisions for labora- 
tory, pharmacy, X-Ray and sur- 
gery departments, including mul- 
tiple operating suites, shock treat- 
ment, holding wards, recep'ion 
or sorting areas and medical and, 
surgical supplies sufficient for| 
expedient operation, and auxiliary 
equipment. 

It is possible to erect the entire 


hospital with 120-man hours. of Mercury. fo 


labor according to Civil ‘Deféhsé 
officials. 

Hospital Administrator Thomas, 
Logue and a number of profes! 
sional assistants from the hospital’ 
were among those who assisted 
the local CD unit Sunday. 

Bert Stieffel, local Civil Defense,
